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Jewel of Home Farm—a Sketch of His 
Show Ring Winnings 


Holstein-Friesian breed has com- 

bined such a remarkable career of as 
many years with the ancestry of show 
yard fame as has the veteran show bull—Jewel of Home 
Farm. Although he was a western bred animal and ap- 
peared almost entirely at mid-western shows, his 11 years 
of show yard victories with such strong competition as 
he met among the best herds from coast to coast, have 
earned for him a place among the greatest show animals 
of the breed. 

Jewel of Home Farm was born May 16, 1896, in the 
herd of W. B. Barney and ‘Company at Chapin, Iowa, now 
the Home Farm Herd of W. B. Barney and Sons. He was 
owned and exhibited during his entire career by this 
firm. It seems almost incredible that any animal should 
begin winning his laurels in the show ring as a yearling 
and continue showing, with the exception of one season, 
for the next ten years and be in such form as to win 
three state fair championships and the National Dairy 
Show championship during his last circuit. One thing 
is certain; the method by which this great sire was reared 
and developed had a great deal to do with the health 
and vigor he displayed in his last years and the unusual 
activity he showed at all times. 

Twenty years ago neither the gasoline engine nor 
motor was as common on the average farm as today. It 
happened that on the Home Farm, where young Jewel of 
Home Farm was being raised, nearly all the power for 
churning, separating and for othcr work now done by 
engines and motors was furnished by a good sized tread 
power. And so from the time he was four months old until 
he was past two years, this calf received a good work out

twice daily on this old tread power, this 
exercise developing him into a strong, 
vigorous animal of splendid proportions 
and giving him the muscling, stamina 
and lung capacity of a Kentucky thoroughbred. 

The first appearance of Jewel in the show yard was 
at the Minnesota State Fair in 1897 where he showed as 
a yearling and won first in his class, junior championship, 
and also headed the first prize breeder’s young herd. 
The next year came the Omaha Exposition where he 
was given grand sweepstakes and where the strength of 
this show won him no little recognition. From this time 
on his winnings became a yearly occurrence as he was 
shown at all the leading shows, annexing first prizes and 
grand championships with considerable regularity. His sons 
and daughters won nearly as often as get of sire. A list of 
his state fair and exposition winnings from 1897 to 1907 
presents more forcibly the work of this bull—showing 
how he came to be the sensation of the mid-western 
shows and the favorite wherever he was exhibited. They 
are as follows: 

1897—Minnesota State Fair—First as a yearling and 
junior champion. Iowa State Fair—First as a yearling;

The first National Dairy Show saw him grand cham- 
pion male at past ten years of age and senior champion 
the following year, which was his last on the circuit. 
The ruling of the Minnesota Fair Board barred an animal 
from being exhibited for some time after he had won the 
championship two years in succession so that there are 
no winnings credited to Jewel at this show after 1903. 
The total championships number 27, which is no doubt 
greater than have ever been given to any other bull of the 
breed at state fairs and at expositions. 

This record is no less remarkable than the number 
of times Jewel of Home Farm appears at the head of 
the first prize herds. He was shown for years with the 
noted cow, Parthenea Hengerveld, that came to be nearly as 
famous as he as a consistent winner, although she did not 
begin her work at so early an age. During his whole 
career, Jewel of Home Farm was never beaten by a bull 
that he did not in turn win over at two or more different 
shows. His style and vigor won him a great deal of ad- 
miration, especially as he grew older, and his last year on 
the circuit saw him in practically as good condition 
physically and as successful in the ring 

















as in his earlier days. As one judge 
remarked, “His strength lay in the 
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fact that he had no faults.” His weight 
was around 2,300 pounds in show con- 
dition and his great length of body 
and his exceptional barrel were two 
of his strongest show points. | 

An interesting incident relative to 
the habits acquired by Jewel is related 
by one of his caretakers as follows: 
“One characteristic which we always 
thought showed what a good head 
old Jewel had, was his invariable habit 
of prancing, pawing and _ bellowing 
on his way to the cars; and then when 
led to his place in the car, he would 
lie or rather flop down before he 
could be tied. He didn’t like to be 
caught on his feet when the car be- 
gan bumping around and he learned 
that he would avoid this by lying 
down as soon as he reached his place. 
A gentle disposition and friendliness 
for strangers as well as those han- 
dling him, detracted in no way from 
his style and show type, and no bull 
ever walked into a ring with a 
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Jewel, one of the great old cows of the breed. She was originally imported from Holland 
and was later owned in the Home Farm Herd. Jewel of Home Farm is one of her direct aay : f the judge 
descendants.

This noted cow was shown for a num- 
ber of years with Jewel of Home Farm. She was nearly as 
consistent a winner as he and was a truly wonderful cow both 
from the standpoint of show ring and producing qualities. 











We have said that Jewel of Home Farm not only 
gained an enviable reputation as a show animal, but that 
his ancestors were equally famous in the ring. The men- 
tion of such names as Netherland Prince, Carlotta and 
Florence Herbert in his pedigree will prove this beyond 
a doubt. 

Early in the 90’s Mr. Jere Allis of Isonocers, Minn., 
brought west from the herd of Smith and Powell a ship- 
ment of females and a young bull, a son of Netherland 
Prince, the old time foundation sire. This young bull was 
named Netherland Carl and for him Mr. Allis is said to 
have paid $1,000. A few years after, when the dairy busi- 
nes was on the decline in Minnesota, Netherland Carl was 
sold to W. B. Barney and brought to Chapin to head the 
Home Farm Herd where he sired Jewel of Home Farm. 
He was a bull of very nervous disposition, with a won- 
derfully yellow hide, and was exhibited only one season 
when he won first prize and sweepstakes at the lowa 
and Minnesota State Fairs. While Netherland Carl was 
destined to live without much popularity in this part of 
the country, his near relatives in the east were making 
themselves famous. His sire proved to be the foremost 
bull of his generation and has distributed his great qualities 
among some of the best producers of the breed. It is 
said that at the time when there were 99 cows of the 
breed with records of 30 pounds or more, 96 of them 
traced to the Netherland family of which Netherland 
Prince was the progenitor. 

The dam of Netherland Carl was the imported cow, 
Carlotta, brought into this country in 1880 by Smith and 
Powell. Her unofficial record was 22.23 pounds of butter 
in seven days. Her daughter, Carlotta 2d, was a full sister 
to Netherland Carl. Carlotta 2d had unofficial records of 
31.75 pounds of butter for seven days, 119.75 pounds for 
30 days, and 230.5 pounds in 60 days, and besides being a 
remarkable producer, she was a noted show cow of her 
day. 

Although the dam of Jewel of Home Farm was never 
officially tested or exhibited to any great extent, she was 
descended from famous individuals on both sides. Her 
name was Florence Herbert’s Jewel and she is represented 
as a medium sized, short-legged cow of great capacity, 
largely white, with excellent quality and an especially nice 
udder and veining. There was never any very definite 
record kept of her show winnings but her name appears 
on the cup that was won by the Home Farm Herd as

Both were great sho 
cows and the dam was never beaten in the show ria 
It is generally conceded that it was her type which Re 
most closely transmitted to Jewel of Home Farm The 
cow, Florence Herbert’s Jewel, was a daughter of Floreiiia 
Herbert that was very prominent at western shows aaa 
especially in public butter tests. She had records of 27 
pounds 14 ounces in seven days and 101 pounds 7 
ounces in 30 days. As a two-year-old at the Interstate 
Fair held at Dubuque, Iowa, in 1884, she made herself 
famous by winning the butter contest there over all cows 
of all ages and breeds. Her two-year-old milk records 
were 62 pounds in one day, 1,658 pounds in 30 days and 
13,163 pounds in one year. 

According to the 27th volume of the Blue Book, Jewel 
of Home Farm is the sire of 13 A. R. O. daughters, four 
Advanced Register sons and 22 producing daughters, As 
is the case with most show yard winners, he was given 
almost no opportunity in the way of development of his 
daughters—those few that were given records being tested

.in scattered herds. Through his daughters, however, he 


is the grandsire of some good record cows, among them 
the former world’s champion junior three-year-old, Hazel- 
wood Aaggie De Kol, with 34.90 pounds of butter from 
624.9 pounds of milk in seven days. This heifer was also 
grand champion at the North Yakima Show, North Yaki- 
ma, Wash., 1912. Another good granddaughter is Mabel 
De Kol Niko, 30.34 pounds of butter from 730 pounds of 
milk, and.there are several others from 25 to 30 pounds 
of butter in seven days. The old bull, Netherland Carl, 
also proved to be a great sire of producers through both 
his sons and his daughters, being the grandsire of such 
famous cows as Duchess Ormsby 2d; Netta Netherland 
Van Beers, the cow that was the dam of the famous 
Johanna De Kol Van Beers whose record is 40.07 pounds 
of butter in seven days; Aaltje Salo 5th’s Netherland with 
eight A. R. O. daughters; Aaltje Salo Princess 3d with four 
daughters all over 20 pounds; and of such sires as Aaltje 
Salo 3d’s Tritomia Netherland and others of note. 


While it is a real honor for a bull to win a series of 
championships for one or two seasons he is soon forgotten 
by the public unless his get continues to keep his name 
prominent in the show ring. In the case of Jewel of Home 
Farm, he was kept before the public himself during prac- 
tically his whole life and his get helped materially to 
strengthen his reputation as leading show bull of his day. 
Jewel of Home Farm was retained in the Home Farm 
Herd until his death at 14 years of age. His was a career 
of almost endless achievements and a sketch of his breed- 
ing shows that he might be taken as an example of what 
may be accomplished in breeding by adhering closely to 
a definite show yard type. 


The Greatest Line of Farming 


, pan is the greatestline of farming known at the 
present time, when taken in its entirety. There may 
be other lines that in exceptional cases are productive 
of greater profits, but taken as a whole there is yet to be 
found the line of agricultural activity that can supersede 
dairy farming. At the present time, however, the farmer 
is beginning to face problems that make it necessary for 
him to bring in every dollar possible. If he can sell his farm 
product to a dairy herd that returns a handsome revenue 
every week and is in itself worth several hundred dollars 
per head he will do much better than if he turns the same 
crops to a herd that yields well, but is in itself worth 
only beef prices. The two herds will eat practically the 
same amount of feed, but when it comes to the final 
sale the purebred herd is worth decidedly more than the 
other. That’s the reason why the farmer of today should 
be constantly working toward a purebred herd. The 
prices of feed, land values, the expense of farm operation 
and every other factor that enters into the economy 0 
farm work, point toward the necessity of having the 
— value in the flocks and herds with which he 
works.

Jewel 
of Home Farm has been led into many a show ring and he 
has carried away many blue ribbons and championships, 
from the greatest state fairs of the land. These are listed 
in the article, and will naturally afford interest for the 
reader. 

It is bulls of this kind that have made history for 
the breed. They have bred individuality and type which are 
just as important as records of production. In fact, neither 
should stand at the sacrifice of the other and in the de- 
velopment of Jewel’s daughters it is perfectly apparent that 
neither has been sacrificed for the other. This represents 
the highest achievement in dairy success and it is one 
reason why the Holstein-Friesian breed is so extremely 
popular with the practical dairymen of America. 

Bulls like this are the kind that really have made the 
beautiful color scheme in the thousands of pastures of the 
middle west. We never believe in recommending dual 
purpose principles under any conditions and we do not 
claim for the Holstein breed any dual honors, but we do 
believe that type and individuality which go with strength 
and vigor of constitution are extremely important and 
never need detract from capacity for production. 


What Is Demanded of a Farmer 


WO or three generations ago when young men were 

called upon to settle the question of a life work they 
were urged by parents and friends to devote their talents 
to the professions or to careers in the business world if 
they seemed to possess special talents and a special degree 
of intelligence. The boys who were very slow mentally; 
who were not keen to grasp quickly the problems of life, 
were good enough to be the farmers and the breeders of 
livestock. In some sections these conditions have not 
changed as much as they should. 
Let us glance just for a moment at some of the things 
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that the farmer must face at the present time ; :

must be well posted along scientific lines et sae 
directly to his work. The man who has had an opportu- 
nity to cover these subjects in a course at his agricultural 
college will be particularly fortunate but if he is not thus 
favored he may in a measure at least prepare himself 
through his general study and reading of scientific and 
technical periodicals. Thus it will be seen that the really 
successful farmer who is going farthest as a breeder of 
high class stock must be well posted along many lines, 
He is no longer just merely the ordinary slow, reticent boy 
of the family. 


Do Not Sell Too Young 


‘1 oe are many breeders of dairy cattle, especially 
among the young men just starting, who feel that the 
sire of the herd must be changed frequently. They have 
a slight tendency to keep these bulls for a generation or 
two and then dispose of them before there has been an 
opportunity to determine their real merit. 

A sire can scarcely establish his true worth before a 
few of his daughters have an opportunity to prove their 
ability as producers. When changes are made before the 
heifers reach the age of production the breeder does not 
know just what he is offering for sale. He may have the 
best of blood lines as shown by his pedigree, but unless he 
has been given an opportunity to prove his ability to 
transmit these qualities he cannot establish unmistakably 
his character. Some of the greatest sires that the breed 
has ever known have been bulls of rather mature age. If 
you have something at the head of your herd that is really 
high class, do not be in a hurry to sell him until you have 
given him every opportunity to show his real value as a 
breeder. 

It is a shame to permit the habit of selling sires at 
an early age to become established in the management of 
a herd. Literally thousands of good bulls have gone to 
the slaughter house before they have been able to estab- 
lish in their offspring their individuality and the qualities 
that they have inherited. Keep the sire until you know 
what he is able to produce and then perhaps you can turn 
him in for a four figure price. When you can tell the 
prospective purchaser just what his daughters or his 
granddaughters can do, then you have real definite, in- 
disputable evidence that helps you get real attractive prices 
for what you have to sell. 

The men who have actually done the most for the 
breed are these same men who have been careful to 
study the possibilities that were before them and they have 
gone forward with better flocks and herds wisely and 
judiciously handled. Finally, remember this, in starting or 
building up your herd, try to have nothing but the best 
of stock at all times and then give that stock the best of 
care and keep it -until you know what you have. 


Michigan itself is noted as a remarkable Holstein 
dairy state. Yet the entire exhibit of this breed at the 
state fair this fall was so small in number as to call out 
a very decided word of criticism from the papers that are 
devoted to livestock in general. Undoubtedly the stand- 
ing of the dairy breeder within the state is such that he 
does not feel the necessity of going to the trouble and 
expense of showing, but we feel that it is a duty that the 
Holstein-Friesian breeder owes to the national association 
to be well represented in shows of this kind. It is a class 
of publicity that cannot well be overlooked.

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The Milk Supply of the Twin Cities 


The association of milk producers 
in the native vicinity of the Twin 
Cities of Minnesota are taking hold of 
the problems that face them in a way 
that cannot fail to work out for the 
advantage of all concerned. 

The president of the Twin City Milk 
Producers’ Association is John B. 
Irwin, one of the best known breeders 
of Holstein-Friesian cattle, a man 
prominent in association work and the 
man who has made some wonderful 
world’s records. Sen. J. M. Hackney 
is first vice-president and W. S. Mos- 
crip is chairman of the executive com- 
mittee. There are other Holstein- 
Friesian breeders among the officers. 

The association is organized along 
the lines of a co-operative exchange, 
and it has from 2,000 to 3,000 farmer 
members. 

The Twin Cities use approximate- 
ly 62,000 gallons of milk per day 
and the large bulk of this is contract- 
ed through the association, although 
the organization is but a year old. 
There is nothing antagonistic between 
the producer and the consumer in 
this instance and it is believed that 
the people who are buying milk will 
be just as interested in reducing the 
cost of production as the dairymen 
themselves. The stockholders of this 
association deliver their product to 
the companies in the Twin Cities 
through which distribution is made to 
the consumer. There are about 25 
of those companies. 

The association also leases. six 


cheese factories at points not far dis- 
tant from the Twin Cities and during 
the months when there is an _ over- 
supply of milk as invariably hap- 
pens during the early spring season, 
the surplus is manufactured into 
cheese or butter thus giving the farm- 


.ers a good market for the milk that is 


not needed to supply the city trade. 

The co-operation was quite largely 
stimulated through the county agents 
of Hennepin, Ramsey, Washington 
and Dakota counties. They found 
that their dairy industry  over- 
shadowed every other line of farm 
work in their territory and as Presi- 
dent Irwin said: “The farmers were 
working at cross purposes, hauling 
milk long distances and selling at al- 
most any price, in order to break 
even. Some were advised to sell so 
low that they could not afford to take 
proper care of their cows and some 
distributors would contract for their 
year’s supply when the market was 
flooded and they could buy at a very 
low figure. 

“When the prices of feed increased 
as they did a year ago, the farmers 
were confronted with a proposition of 
selling their cows or keeping them on 
such short rations that there would 
ultimately be a scarcity of milk. The 
association undertook to improve as 
quickly as possible the conditions 
under which the milk was produced 
and to ascertain by thorough investi- 
gation the cost of production in the 
vicinity of the Twin Cities as com- 
pared with other sections of the 
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country. It was found that in Michi- 


gan, Massachusetts, Ohio and IIli- 


nois milk could not be produced and 
delivered wholesale for less than 
about 6c in excess of the price prevail- 
ing in the Twin Cities.” 

Another line of work that was 
thoroughly worth while was the com- 
plete cleaning up of the stables where 
the milk is produced and a supervision 
of sanitary conditions in all the 
dairies of the association. This in 
itself is thoroughly worth while, but 
its greatest value is expressed by Mr. 
Irwin in the following, “We _ took 
pains to inform the consumer of the 
great food value of milk as well as 
its common consideration as a 
nourishing beverage. Ten cents 


worth of milk is worth about 2ic 


worth of ham, 50c worth of fresh cod 
fish, 32c worth of eggs, 38c worth of 
pork chops, 28c worth of beefsteak 
and 50c worth of chicken.” 


It is not the intention of the asso- 
ciation to regulate the price of milk 
to the distributor for demand will 
very largely take care of that point. 
The idea is to secure a more system- 
atic co-opration which yill put the 
industry on a purely business basis 
for 12 months in the year. The asso- 
ciation through its president is work- 
ing with similar organizations with 
a view of reducing the cost of pro- 
duction by a more economical pur- 
chase of the necessary feeds. 

There are a large number of Hol- 
stein breeders in the organization, 
many of them men who have gained 
reputations of nation-wide significance 
by developing great cows with won- 
derful records.

LTHOUGH man, the master of 
A the world, has compelled himself 
to register and to serve wherever 
he can render the most service, almost 
1,800,000 Wisconsin cows, hirelings 
and servants of man, serve or “slack” 
at will and thus lower the efficiency 
of the nation in the present struggle. 
Some cows can best serve humanity 
by converting feed into milk, some by 
converting feed into beef, while about 
all that some others can do is to con- 
vert feed into fertilizer. Labor, 
money, precious food, all to make 
only refuse at a time when the coun- 
try is in need of all the labor, all the 
capital and all the food that America 
can produce. ' 

At present over 2,500 Wisconsi 
dairymen have registered their cows 
under the selective service law by en- 
rolling them in cow testing associa- 
tions, where, after taking monthly ex- 
aminations for one year, they can be 
easily placed in the positions where 
they can render the most service to 
humanity. It is no crime for a dairy 
cow to convert feed into beef, but it 
is a crime if she converts feed into 
beef unprofitably under the guise of 
a dairy cow. 

During the month of August, 101 
cows were rejected as physically and 
temperamentally unfit to serve in the 
milk producing ranks and were 
assigned to the butcher, or interned 
for the period of the war. Special 
honor should be given the 5 per cent 
of the cows tested which made over 
40 pounds of fat during the month— 
especially so in view of the fact that 
this was an unusually low producing 
month.

His sire 
is Spring Farm Pontiac Cornucopia. 
With such remarkable parentage as 
this young sire can lay claim to, it is 
only fitting to predict that he will 
do much to make Holstein history 
in the near future. 

It is not to be assumed that what 
has been accomplished by this cow 
in the way of record making and in 
transmitting these characteristics to 
her descendants, cannot and has _ not 
been accomplished by other Holstein 
cows, for there are others in a similar 
class but they are few in number for 
she was a leader. It must be remem- 
bered, however, that this record was 
made some time ago. Valdessa Scott

THE DEATH OF K. N. KUPERUS. 


K. N. Kuperus was one of the men 
who have done the most to popularize 
the Holstein-Friesian breed through- 
out the entire civilized world. Mr. 
Kuperus was senior member of the 
firm which consisted of himself and 
his sons. Their business was known 
as breeding and exporting “Friesian 
herd book cattle” and their home was 
located at Marssum, _ Friesland, 
Holland. . tip raazy 

Until the military difficulties upset 
all business activity across the water 
this company had a very flourishing 
trade. It is said that during a single 
year they sent 800 cattle across the 
ocean, from their native land. The 
trade included South Africa, Japan, 
China and ‘Cuba in addition to nu- 
merous shipments to breeders in the 
United States. 

Mr. Kuperus was a man of high 
ideals; his hospitality was famous 
and long remembered by everyone 
who had the privilege of visiting his 
home; he was the first exporter of 
the Holstein cattle from their native 
land; he understood thoroughly sev- 
eral languages; his ability to judge 
cattle, his exceptional honesty and his 
faith in human nature endeared him 
to all who were so fortunate as to 
know him. 

The judge of Holsteins at the Ore- 
gon State Fair this year was C. W. 
Hall of Denver. Colo.

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The Livestock Industry Committee 


The United States Livestock Indus- 
try Committee which was appointed 
by the secretary of agriculture and 
the food administrator from among 
the leading livestock men of the 
United States, met recently in Wash- 
ington for the purpose of considering 
ways and means to safeguard the live- 
stock industries and to increase and 
stimulate the production of livestock 
all along the line. 

There are problems facing the 
farmers of America today such as 
they have never been called upon to 
face before, and it is exceptionally en- 
couraging to have this group of men 
brought together to plan ways and 


- means of meeting these questions. 


The men who make up this national 
committee are truly representative of 
every phase of livestock farming and 
every section of the entire land. They 
are the leaders in practically every in- 


and the advance in the cost of labor, as well 
as the difficulty of securing competent hel 
even at the advanced wage. Dairymen all 
over the United States have been forced to 
meet these conditions by marketing their less 
profitable cows, and this has resulted in a 
decrease in the total production of milk in 
proportion to the population. 


The necessary advance in the price of milk 
has caused complaint among consumers who 
are not informed as to the legitimate cause 
for such advance. It is desirable that there 
shall be instituted a campaign of education 
to make plain the true food values of milk, 
and we recommend that in instituting such a 
campaign a most earnest effort be made by 
Government officials to secure the co-opera- 
tion of the daily press. A_ special effort 
should be made to inform the public of the 
value of skimmed milk both for children and 
adults, and of the value of cottage cheese, 
the greater manufacture of which would save 
as food large quantities of skimmed milk 
which is now wasted. 


(b) That purchases of dairy products by 
governmental agencies should be at prices 
which will fully cover the actual cost of pro- 
duction. Prices lower than these will tend 
further to discourage the dairy industry. 

(c) That a very large increase in the pro- 
duction of milk and milk products can be

_ Still another point worthy of con- 
siderable emphasis is the promotion 
of testing association work all 
through the dairy communities, It js 
rightfully brought out that the ex- 
cessive cost of feed as it faces the 
farmer this year emphasizes more 
than ever the necessity of using this 
feed for the sort of cattle that will 
pay a high price for it and will return 
a profit for the rations that are given 
them. Co-operative cow testing work 
never was of as much importance as 
it is today and that is one of the lines

of work. 


At their meeting in Washington, 
a series of resolutions were presented 
and discussed. These are thoroughly 
comprehensive and they are truly in- 
dicative of the patriotic sincerity with 
which the men who make up the na- 
tional committee are facing the duties 
that have been put upon them by 
virtue of their position. 


In discussing the condition of the 
dairy industry as it exists today the 
following recommendations were pre- 
pared by the National committee. We 
quote them herewith just as they were 
presented to Hon. David F. Houston, 
the secretary of agriculture and Hon. 
Herbert C. Hoover, food administra- 
tor. 

Resolved, (a) That the present unsatisfac- 
tory conditions of the dairy industry have 
been brought about by circumstances. of 
which the dairyman has been the victim and 
not the creator. The advancing price of beef 
animals has made many inferior dairy cows 
more valuable for slaughter than for dairy 
purposes. Milk and dairy products have not 
advanced in price proportionately to the ad- 
vance of other food products. The cost of 
production has greatly increased, due both to 
the increased cost of foodstuffs of all kinds 


brought about by a better understanding of 
scientific methods of feeding and of selection 
of high-producing cows. We therefore sug- 
gest that a strenuous effort be made to in- 
crease the number of cow-testing associations. 

(d) That the efforts to prevent the market- 
ing of dairy calves for meat purposes are not 
well directed. The average dairy farmer finds 
it necessary to dispose of his calves at the 
earliest age at which they may be used for 
meat purposes, because, first. his entire milk 
output is needed to supply his customers and 
is more valuable there than when fed to 
calves; second, because at the high prices of 
feedstuffs that have been prevailing it is un- 
profitable to carry the calves for any length 
of time. Restriction on the sale or slaughter 
of calves would reduce the milk supply. 

(e) That the redistribution of dairy stock 
can best be promoted through the county 
agents, and we suggest that a central organ- 
ization within the Department of Agriculture 
can best direct such distribution. 


Tt will be noted that the principal 
topics under consideration of this 
committee are with regard to milk 
rather than stock. It is primarily a 
proposition of supplying food for 
human consumption rather than a 
proposition of increasing the stock 
holding, and thereby the agricultural 
prosperity of the country. The men 
however, who are making up _ the 
special dairy committee are all of 
them breeders of dairy stock and they 
are consequently interested in the 
product of this milk by purebred ani- 


that these committees are urging the 
farmers to take hold of. 

Finally the value of publicity is 
emphasized in no minor manner. 
There is always a tendency for fric- 
tion between the consuming public 
and the distributors of dairy products. 
It seems ridiculous that such is the 
case, but it exists nevertheless. The 
increase in the value and consequent- 
ly the cost of human food along all 
lines is taken as more or less a matter 
of fact; but, when it comes to increas- 
ing the price of milk, which really 
represents the largest value of true 
nourishment in a small volume of any 
food that one can buy, the consumer 
objects very strenuously to a one, 
two or three cent raise in price. /n 
this way he is irrational and he puts 
upon the dairyman a problem that ts 
hard to meet. It is really the yroh- 
lem of the tactful presentation of 
milk asia human food. Publicity when 
rightfully used is the solution and the 
sort of publicity that will educate the 
cons'mer to the real value of milk is 
the kind that this committee is plan- 
ning to put forth. :

One of the chief obstacles to agri- 
cultural progress in the Pacific North- 
west is the difficulty and excessive 
cost of clearing land. It costs about 
$60 per acre on the average to clear 
land in this section by the stump 
puller and powder method, the cost 
being more often above than below 
this figure. The largest proportion of 
the forest growth in the northwest is 
coniferous—fir, pine, cedar and such. 
When cut down a conifer, unlike a 
decidous tree (oak or maple), dies 
and within a reasonably short time, 
about three to five years usually, the 
smaller stumps rot out thus avoiding 
the great expense of pulling or blow-

ing them. But meanwhile this land 
lies idle and unproductive during these 
three to five years. 

Having a lot of this kind of land to 
clear at Winona Ranch, and not wish- 
ing to waste the use of it for so long 
a time we tried the sweet clover 
method of clearing. This was done 
at the suggestion of County Agricul- 
tural Agent C. D. Thompson of Jose- 
phine county. We had four acres 
“slashed.” This means that the tim- 
ber and brush were cut and left on 
the ground just as_ they fell, 
in the snring and early summer of 1915. 
This cost us $8 an acre by contract. 
In November of that year we burned 
over this slashing, getting a good, 
clean burn with a fairly deep layer of 
ashes on most of it. In the following 
February between the first and the 
fifth we sowed five pounds per acre 
of scarified white sweet clover seed 
on the ashes among the stumps which 
were so thick that it would have been 
absolutely impossible to harrow or 
disc or work the ground in any way 
whatsoever. We simply sowed the 
seed broadcast with an _ ordinary 
seeder. In every place where there 
was a good layer of ashes the sweet 
clover came up splendidly, every seed 
apparently growing, while where there 
was little or no ash layer the stand

that on the other three acres, but did 
not grow the second pasture crop as 
well, nor “come back” for any pas- 
ture in August. Even the first year 
then we found good returns from our 
sweet clover, even though it is sup- 
posed to produce its chief crop the 
second year. 

The following season from Febru- 
ary 1, 1917, on through the spring, 
summer and fall, we have pastured 
seven head of milk cows and an 
average of three head of horses, mules 
and other stock on this piece of 
sweet clover with no other feed fed 
from May Ist on except 25 pounds of 
shorts ner day to the herd of milk 
cows. The cows kept in splendid con- 
dition, as did the other stock, and the 
cows in milk averaged 900 pounds of 
milk per cow per month straight 
through with a very light grain ration, 
and with no hay, silage, or roots 
fed after May Ist. These cows, regis- 
tered Holsteins, gave a return 0 
$12.80 per cow per month net for 
their sweet clover pasture in butter- 
fat and skim-milk after deducting the 
cost of the mill feed fed and a labor 
charge of $3.70 per cow per month, | 

Meanwhile the sweet clover Is 
growing as fast as the stock eat It, 
and is seeding heavily in spite of the 
strenuous pasturing. It grew to a 
height of ten feet in places, and the 
cattle ate it down again to about a 
foot high, at which height it now 
keeps growing out and branching. | 

Besides the excellent returns in 
milk from this pasture among the 
stumps the sweet clover is improving 
the land steadily by taking nitrogen 
from the air and putting it into the 
ground as all legumes do, and also 
by adding humus to the groun 
through the decay of its roots after the 
second year. Also the stumps are 
rotting out, thus greatly reducing the 
cost of final clearing of the land to 















probably $10 or $15 per acre instead 
of $60 as it would have been origin- 
rr. cost of getting the land into 
sweet clover, including slashing, burn- 
ing, seed, and sowing was about $10 
per acre, while the net returns in the 
second crop year were well over $50 
per acre at the most conservative 
figure. It would thus look as if by the 
sweet clover method we could clear 
our land and make it, with the help of 
good cows and the sweet clover, pay 
us for the clearing as well, instead of 
loading us down with a dead expense 
of $60 per acre at the start. 

Since the first trial we have slashed 
about 20 acres more with similar re- 
sults—good stands everywhere that a 
layer of ash was left. Ten pounds of 
seed per acre was used on these later 
sowings. j 

In getting our stock used to eating 
sweet clover we merely put them in 
this pasture without any other green 
feed but with hay and some grain 
until they got to eating the sweet 
clover, after which the hay was taken 
away. This took about a week. After 
that the stock ate the sweet clover 
just the same as any other clover or 
grass and thrived and milked just as 
well upon the sweet clover as upon 
luxuriant red or alsike clover pasture. 
This latter statement is not a guess. 
We tried changing the herd from 
sweet clover pasture to a red and 
alsike clover field where the clover 
stood six inches high and untouched 
and then back again to the sweet 
clover. The yield of milk stayed just 
the same on one pasture as on the 
other.

SMALL BREEDERS — 


Certain improvement,

good individuals and construct 
breeding are the results of mating fe- 


males with superior sires 
breeders and those just belies 
the breeding business frequently find 
the best sires apparently too expen- 
sive. As a result such breeders must 
either be satisfied with mediocre sires 
pay a heavy service fee for a ge | 
one, or co-operate in the purchase of 
a sire. 

Unfortunately too many choose the 
easiest and ultimately the most dis- 
astrous route—cheap inferior sire. S 
T. Simpson of the University of Mis. 
souri College of Agriculture suggests 
that in most instances a few sacrifices 
in personal fancies regarding type and 
character and inconvenience in breed- 
ing will afford the use of a good sire. 
Organized community breeding offers 
opportunities for the small breeder to 
improve his herd and flock by the 
use of the best sires owned co-opera- 
tively. 

Communitv breeding offers further 
opportunity through the exchange of 
sires. While using mature sires fre- 
quently does not appeal to some per- 
sons, it should be remembered that 
their real value seldom becomes 
known until their get have developed. 
This means that many sires are dis- 
posed of before their value is known. 
iConstructive breeding and permanent 
improvement are the results of keep- 
ing the best healthy, tried sires of 
good disposition and exchanging them 
within the communities. Aside from 
the economic consideration this is an- 
other step in constructive breeding. 
The secretary of the local breeders’ 
organization should have a record of 
every sire and his performance and 
make this available to each member. 


A NEW SILAGE STUNT. 


W. H. Johnson and Sons of Minne- 
sota have tried an unusual plan for 
silage this season. As they needed 
feed for late summer and had no sil- 
age on hand they filled one of their 
big new silos with a mixture of rye 
and clover, cut into the silo just when 
the rye was in the “dough” stage. In 
about ten days they began feeding 
from it. When the county agent vis- 
ited the silo about two weeks ago the 
gentlemen reported most favorably 
on the experiment. The cows eat the 
silage with much relish and have kept 
up an unusual milk flow on it. 

It strikes us that this is a scheme 
worth while to farmers who do not 
have summer silos or those who are 
located in the potato growing section 
of the county where rye and clover 
work into the rotation more satisfac- 
torily in some cases than does corn. 
Filling the silo with this rye and 
clover silage during late June will 
give a fine supplement to short pas- 
ture until the corn silage may be 
used in the fall. It’s worth while 
trying!—Hennepin ‘County (Minn.) 
Farm Bureau News.

GREATER OPPORTUNITIES IN

A WORD OF CORRECTION.

We do not aim 
to detract at all from the credit of 
any sire, but we do wish to give full 
honor where honor is due and we 
believe that comparisons are decided- 
ly odious. 


THE MILKING MACHINE. 


It is not many years since the 
farmer and practical dairyman looked 
upon the milking machine with a 
great deal of suspicion. They believed 
that no one could invent a mechanical 
contrivance that could take the place 
of the human hand. Todav the milk- 
ing machine is a recognized success. 

Never has there been such a clamor 
as at the present with regard to 
seeking a solution of the dairy help 
problem. It seems to be a_ very 
difficult task to hold men when so 
many claims are being made from 
other quarters. Then too, there are 
many places where the employe is 
not particularly fond of dairy work. 
In these nlaces the milking machine 
-. offerine the solution of the prop- 
em. 

The mechanical milker comes far 
from relieving the human being of all 
effort at milking time, but at the same 
time it does a great deal towards 











i he task on the dairy farm 
makings offensive to the average 
employe. Furthermore with the 
mechanical milker one man _ can 
handle about 50 to 75 per cent more 
cows than he can if he must do all 
the work by hand. No one claims 
that the milker that hasn’t a fault has 
been invented, but at the same time 
there are very few other things in this 
world that are absolutely perfect, and 
it is perfectly safe to say that the 
milker is as free from these short- 
comings as any other machine. If 
dairy production of the country is to 
be maintained at the present level, 
something must be done to make it 
possible to get more from the man 
and at this time there is nothing that 
looks so much like the answer as the 
mechanical milker. 


WATER FOR THE STOCK. 


Professor Nevius of the Agricul- 
tural College of Colorado urges that 
the dairymen of the country provide 
an abundant supply of artificially 
warmed water for their stock during 
the coming winter. What Professor 
Nevius has said is so thoroughly true 
that the World takes pleasure in 
quoting the matter in full for the 
benefit of its readers in other states 
than Colorado. The following is what 
he says: 

“aA ie supply of clean, fresh. wa- 
ter should always be at hand for 
dairy cows. Much water is needed 
for the high producing milch cow ow- 
ing to the nature of her product, 
about 87 ver cent of which is water. 
It should be handy at all times and 
in the winter, if the tank is outside, 
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heat should be applied to take the 
chill off the water. Cows will drink 
more water if warmed to 60 or 70 de- 
grees Fahrenheit than if made to drink 
ice water. A tank heater can be pro- 
vided at low cost that will keep water 
at proper temperature, thereby sav- 
ing feed and energy of the animal. It 
is cheaper to warm ice water than 
to allow the cow to warm it with 
high priced feed.” 


A CALF CLUB IN KANSAS. 

Prof. E. J. Macy, one of the lead- 
ing county agricultural agents of 
Kansas, writes that a calf or heifer 
club is being organized at Coffeyville. 
This is backed by four of the lead- 
ing banks and is along the same line 
as the club that was organized at 
Independence by Mr. Macy last Jan- 
uary. The Independence club is the 
first one of this nature in the Sun- 
flower state and is an exclusive heifer 
club. Incidentally the readers of the 
World will be interested in knowing 
that all of the heifers in this club ex- 
cept one are Holsteins. 

Surely the farmers of Kansas ap- 
preciate the wonderful opportunity 
that lies before them and they are 
forced to realize fully the remarkable 
achievements that may be realized 
through the successful combination 
of the products of such a state as this 
with the Holstein-Friesian breed.

raised, but each generation improves 
just a little bit on the last. 
; Frequently these associations start 
in a territory where purebred females 
are practically unknown, but it is 
only a brief time until the members 
of various sections, of the organiza- 
tion begin to add females to their 
herds. Then the real value of the 
purebred sires such as those listed 
above can be demonstrated much more 
effectively. 

With the interchange of sires such 
as is being carried on in these asso- 
ciations, the stock of the entire com- 
munity will be influenced and there 
will be a very decided growth in the 
productive capacity of the herds, as 
well as an improvement along the 
lines of popular breeding which will 
materially increase the value of the 
stock when it comes to sales.

USE OF COTTONSEED MEAL. 


Prof. George W. Barnes, extension 
livestock specialist, University of 
Arizona, in answering a question 
about the use of cottonseed meal 
for dairy cows has the following to 
say relative to this feed. Naturally 
in this gentleman’s discussion of the 
subject, he speaks from a territory 
where the feed is not so expensive 
as it is farther north. Those who are 
especially interested in feeding dairy 
cows, will do well to read Mr. Barne’s 
material which follows: 

“Cottonseed meal is an excellent 
cow feed and is fed everywhere with 
fine results where the proper pre- 
caution is taken. It is very desir- 
able to begin gradually to feed cot- 
tonseed meal, feeding at first about 
one-quarter to one-half pound per 
day, and gradually increasing the 
ration until a maximum of three to 
five pounds is being fed daily. In 
the southern states where they make 
a practice of feeding large quanti- 
ties of cottonseed meal, it 1s often 
mixed with rice bran, soy bean meal, 
peanut meal. bran, and such in pro- 
portions as will regulate the firmness 
of the _ butter. Cottonseed mea 
hardens the butter, and should be

mixed with other feeds so as to ob- 
tain the butter of requisite firmness. 
“Tn almost all experiments with 
cottonseed meal, it has been found 
to increase the milk yield when added 
to the ration. In a test in Miss- 
issippi, one pound of cottonseed meal 
proved equal to three pounds of corn 
and cob meal for milk production. 
“A series of experiments in Texas 
to determine the proper size of the 
ration showed that it was more 
economical to feed five pounds of cot- 
tonseed meal than seven, eight or 
ten pounds. In some localities in 
northern states, while it is a valuable 
dairy feed it is found to be too ex- 
pensive to feed in competition with 
native grains. Sometimes cottonseed 
meal is the only concentrate fed, and 





the Tennesee station found that by 
feeding five to eight pounds of cot- 
tonseed meal with 25 to 30 pounds 
of cottonseed hulls that no harmful 
effects were noticed. Some found that 
four and one-half pounds of cotton- 
seed meal could be fed to good ad- 
vantage when mixed with corn silage. 
Many believe that the injurious 
effects of cottonseed meal come from 
feeding it without ne, with other 
feeds. 

“It has been found more economi- 
cal to buy meal which runs about 42 
to 46 per cent protein than to buy 
that which comes under this percent- 
age, and dairymen should be careful 
that it has not been adulterated with 
hulls or other foreign substances as 
this reduces its food value.”

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DAIRYING WITHOUT A SILO. 

There is a lot of sound nhilosophy, 
squarely put for farm consumption, 
in these words of J. P. Mason. a 
widely-known Illinois breeder of Hol- 
stein-Friesians and a practical dairy- 
man, reported by Prairie Farmer: 
“Within a few miles of me are men 
tryine to dairy without a silo. They 
are pretty nearly plumb crazy, of 
course; it must cost them $4 to $5 
(ner hundred pounds) to make milk, 
work and all. I tell you those fellows 
don’t deserve an _ increased price. 
Then there are a lot of men who grow 


neither clover nor alfalfa. We can- 
not milk and make money without 
one or the other of these. and we 


mustn’t let troubles in growing stand 
in our way. We’ve just got to grow 
them in spite of winter killing once 
in a while.” 


SELLING GOOD COWS. 


The dairy division of the Kansas 
Agricultural College advises that good 
dairy cows are being offered for sa‘e 
for slaughter purposes by the practi- 
cal farmers who have been breeding 
up grade herds and selling milk to 
advantage, simply because they are 
brought face to face with such a 
serious labor rroblem, These cows 
have proved their ability to produce 
at a profit and it is a shame that they 
should be sacrificed for beef pur-oses. 
There is going to be a verowine de- 
mand for dairy stock ‘and it would be 
far better if the farmers throughout 
the state could be given an _ opnor- 
tunity to get hold of such cows as 
these rather than to merely breed 
them from the nondescript stock that 
is now in their pastures. The Kansas 
Agricultural College will do every- 
thing that it can to help promote a 
profitable distribution of this stock 
from the men who now own it to 
those who desire to purchase it. 


COMMUNITY BREEDING. 


One of the important factors that 
determine success or failure in the 
dairy business is the question of mar- 
keting, and particularly the market- 
ing of surplus stock. Here is what 
Professor Fitch of the Kansas Agri- 
cultural College says of this most im- 
portant question: 

“Tf a community has the reputation 
of raising and developing anv one 
breed of cattle, buyers from all sec- 
tions of the country are easily at-

tracted,” - said Professor i 
“Those who wish to purchase pis 
for the dairy business or for general 
farm use will naturally go to the 
community where they know the best 
animals can be bought. 

“The herd must receive pro 
care. A good herd if not tala on 
of in the right manner will not be 
profitable to the owner. It is essen. 
tial that care and treatment of the 
best kind be given in order that sat- 
isfactory results and profits may be 
obtained. 

“Milk records should be kept of 
all the cows and they should be fed 
in proportion to what they produce. 
Bv keeping records the feeder can 
tell whether or not the cows are pay- 
ing for their feed, and he will also 
know how to feed them to get the 
maximum profits. 

“The dairy barn should be well 
ventilated and easy to keep -clean, 
Plenty of good clean bedding and 
clean stalls should not be overlooked. 
The feed should be kept close at 
hand. If it is kept in a loft above 
the cows, the floors should be tight 
so that the dust and dirt which ac- 
cumulates will not drop down on the 
cows or into the milking room.”

City of Cleveland Records.

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Balanced Rations for Humans. 


We have heard a great deal lately 
about the housewives of America 
feeding their families “balanced ra- 
tions” quite like the modern herds- 
man and his purebred stock. On the 
face of it, one accustomed to doing 
ordinarv cooking in the quickest pos- 
sible time fears the thought and study 
which would seem necessary in com- 
bining the fats, carbohydrates, miner- 
al foods, proteins, etc., intelligently. 
The simplest solution I have yet seen 
of the problem and which any of us 
can easily do if we are able to read, 
—and what is more, should do—is to 
group the everyday common foods in- 
to their proper classes; choose a food 
from each class to make up a meal, 
and there we have our balanced 
breakfast, dinner or supper with no 
further bother of thinking in the 
terms of calories, etc. To illustrate: 

Group 1. Foods containing mineral 
salts and body regulating substances. 
Fruits: Apples, pears, bananas, 
berries, melons, oranges, lemons. 
Vegetables: Salads, lettuce, celery, 
potherbs or greens, potatoes and 
other roots, green peas, beans, toma- 
toes, squash. 

Group 2. Foods containing protein 
and muscle building substances. 
Milk, skim-milk, cheese, fish, eggs, 
dried peas, meat, beans, cow peas, 
poultry, nuts. 

Group 3. Foods containing starch: 
Cereals, meals, flours, etc., ‘bread, 
crackers, cake, cookies, starchy pud- 
dings, potatoes and other starchy 
vegetables, macaroni. 

Group 4. Foods containing sugar: 
Sugar, candy, molasses, fruits pre- 
served in sugar, syrup, sweet cakes 
and deserts, honey, jellies and dried 
fruits. 

Group 5. Foods containing fat: 
Butter and cream, lard, suet, cooking 
fats, salt pork, bacon, table and salad 
oils. 

Think of your foods in these 
groups. If possible, see to it that at 
least one food from each group is 
served at least once a day. For in- 
stance, if potatoes are scarce and you 
must substitute another food in that 
group to take their place, remember 
that rice or cornmeal is an excellent 
substitute. These tables were taken 
from a government bulletin under the 
directien of Carl Vrooman, assistant 
secretary of agriculture.

GROWING IN POPULARITY. 


The milking machine is now a ne- 
cessity upon thousands of farms, as 
the dairy products must be increased 
to meet demands of this country and 
Europe. This extra milking must be 
done with less help. Farm manage- 
ment specialists of the Department of 
Agriculture, some time ago made a 
study in a number of dairy herds, 
comparing the milking by machinery 
and by hand. The _ investigation 
brought out the fact that one of the 
important conditions affecting the 
economy of milking large herds with 
machines was found to be the elim- 
ination of unnecessary labor. Herds 
that normally required three men for 
milking by hand, only two of whom 
were needed to feed and care for the 
animals, required only two men to 
milk by machine. The available labor 
and the labor requirements are there- 
fore better balanced in the latter case, 
since the same two men may milk and 
otherwise care for the herd, the labor 
of the third milker required under the 
hand system being dispensed with. 
This tendency toward economy when 





slightly more protein in the alfalfa 
hay and, if the hays are equally well 
cured, the alfalfa hay is likely to be 
somewhat more palatable. In my 
own opinion there is not a very much 
greater feeding value in alfalfa over 
clover beyond a difference in palata- 
bility —E. S. Savage.

It can be made on the farm 
with little trouble, of either wood or 
concrete, says the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, which will 
furnish plans and specifications with- 
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out cost. Where there is no silo, or 
when another is needed, the depart- 
ment recommends the building and 
filling of one even yet or, if too late, 
to plan one for next year.

The silo offers the best way of pre- 
serving the mature corn crop, 40 per 
cent of the food value of which is in 
the stalks and leaves. It also saves 
the crop which, for any reason must 
be harvested before it is mature 
When the farmer harvests only the 
ears of corn he loses nearly half the 
value of the crop; when he puts it 
into the silo the loss is very small 
When drought, frost, or insects 
threaten a field of corn before it is 
ripe the entire crop may be lost un- 
less the farmer has a silo ready in 
which to preserve it. 


Just as fruits and green vegetables 
are canned to supply succulence to 
the family during the winter, the silo 
supplies succulence to the cow, and 
succulence adds to the milk flow. The 
abundant milk flow obtained from 
June pasture is, to a large extent, due 
to the juices of the grass; the silo pro- 
vides a similar juciness during winter 
when pasture is not available. It pro- 
motes the health of dairy cattle by 
providing the coarse feed to which the 
digestive system of the cow is accus- 
tomed. Cows like silage, and no 
other feed combines so well with dry 
hay and grain to produce much milk 
at little cost. 


The four types of silos recom- 
mended for home construction are the 
concrete, the stave, the modified Wis- 
consin, and the wooden hoop type, all 
of which preserve silage equally well. 
The concrete silo has the advantage 
in permanence and stability, but has a 
higher initial cost. The stave silo is 
cheaply, easily, and quickly con- 
structed, and there are more of them 
in the United States than of any other 
type. The modified Wisconsin is 
made of boards nailed laterally on the 
inside of studding placed in the form 
of a circle, and is said to be more sub- 
stantial than the stave silo. The wood- 
en-hoop silo requires somewhat less 
material than either of the other two 
types of wooden silos, and may be 
built of one by four-inch tongue and 
groove flooring with hoops of home- 
grown material, such as oak, elm, ash, 
or chestnut, from the farm woodlot. 


Anyone who desires to build a silo 
should call on the extension depart- 
ment of his state agricultural college 
for assistance that may be needed. | 
the college is unable to give the de- 
sired help, the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture will furnish, free 
of cost, bills of materials and specifi- 
cations for various dimensions of any 
of the silos.

with only enough outcrosses to avoid 
inbreeding, with the preponderance of 
the blood of the foundation family in 
every generation, each showing great- 
er uniformity, and stronger develop- 
ment of the most essential character- 
istics of the breed, backed by larger 
average production. 

In this exhibit were 12 to 15 calves 
so uniform in every respect that they 
can only with difficulty be dis- 
tinguished even by the herdsman; 
but they were very young and did not 
show to advantage in the same class 
with competitors two to four times 
as old, and highly developed. The 
bull calves should have veen divided 
into two classes instead of having 
those of two months compete wit 
those of almost 12 months. Size and 
flesh are important factors in judging 
this class.

COW TESTING EXHIBI 
INDIANA STATE FAIR 


Four: Holstein cows with complete 
yearly records were used to feature 
the results of cow testing association 
work at the Indiana State Fair this 
year. These cows were secured from 
‘Clinton, Boone and _ Tippecanoe 
county associations and these to- 
gether with the records of two other 
poor producers that were disposed of 
at the end of the year were used to 
show the great variation that is found 
in the production and profit of differ- 
ent individuals. The two high pro- 
ducers come from the herd of C. O. 
Bailor of Mulberry, Indiana, and the 
two medium producers averaging bet- 
ter than 250 pounds of butterfat from 
the herd of Wm. Techleiter, Dayton, 
Indiana. These cows were stabled in 
the Purdue building and the produc- 
tion of each was clearly shown with 
butter tubs placed directly over each 
cow. The two middle stalls were 
draped in black crepe and left vacant 
in memory of the two low producers 
that were sent to the block at the 
end of the year. 

Another most unique feature held 
in connection with this exhibit was a 
cow testing association parade. Auto 
trucks loaded with milk cows show- 
ing the yearly production of the high- 
est, the medium and the lowest pro- 
ducing cow in the association were the 
princinal features of the parade. The 
first two were followed by the cows 
whose production was shown while 
the Ford carrying the 273 gallons of 
milk produced by the poor cow was 
draped in crepe in memory of the 
cow, A vanguard of three farmers 
announced the coming of the parade 
by presenting the attitude of farmers 
toward their cows before they are 
tested. One claimed the best cow in 
the county, another claimed a produc- 
tion of 5 gallons a day with a test of 
7 per cent, while still another argued 
that he could tell a good cow without 
testing. Following them were the 
trucks showing what the farmers find 
out about their cows when they have 
them tested.—C. R. George.
